Carrizal Fight Calls Amer

Mexico City, June 30,—The report of 
Gén. Trevino on the fight at Carrizal has 
reached the capital. It is the story of 
Lieut. Col. Rivas, who assumed command 
after Gen. Gomez fell. The report says 
thirty-two Mexicans were Killed and 
forty-three wounded. It also reiterates 
the statement that the Americans fired 
first. On this point it says: 


“ Gen. Gomez requested that the Amer- 


icans wait until he had telegraphed to 
the military commandant at Cludad 
Juarez to settle the question of the Amer- 


jeans being allowed to pass to Villa 


Abumada. To this the overbearing Amer- 
ican chief replied that he did not care to 
lose more time and would walk over the 
Mexicans if necessary. 

“Gen. Gomez answered that heAnight 
raarch ahead if he thought he was able, 

“ The American commander ordered his 
cavalry to dismount. They then advanced 
in skirmish formation upon our forces, 
who remained*mounted and in open for- 
mation without making a move until the 
Americans opened fire at a distance of 
eighty meters. Our valiant caamiore hen 
answered the fire.”’
